an for some nights previous, 
but it seemed to be a sleep of utter exhaustion, 
and he appeared but little refreshed by it 
when he rose this morning at q o'clock. His 
wife sat by his bedside through the night, fan- 
ping him while he was asleep, and giving him 
coling drinks when he awoke at intervals. 
After he rose from bed she assisted him to 
dress for his second trip to the court of oyer 
and terminer to receive his sentence. He bore 
the same listiess, indifferent, almost dazed 
manner noticeable in him sinee his conviction.

He appeared almost unconscious of the atten- 
tion his wife lavished on him and scarcely ex- 
ganged a word with her. 

Mr. Sharp remained sitting in his reclining 
shait with his wife beside him fanning him’ 
gntil the hour came at which he was to start’, 
forthe courthouse. He had been able to take 
bat little nourishment and was very weak. He 
gis escorted from the jail to the carriage 
gwaiting to convey him down town by Warden 
Keating, Under Sheriff Sexton and Deputy 

heriff Curran. Mrs. Sharp accompanied her 
Shand and entered the carriage with him 
and the warden and under sheriff. The deputy 
theriff sat on the box beside the driver. 

LEAVING THE JAIL. 

It was 11:30 o’clock when the carriage drove 
away from the jail, and just twenty minutes 
jater it stopped before the county court house. 
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Judge Barrett denied the motion, as there was 
no-provision of law for such a course of action, 
and he did not think it would be deserved by 
the prisoner if it was. 

At that moment

outside as the sentence was announced to those 
who had left the court room. The andtience 
then began to melt away quickly. The sen- 
tence had been pronounced at four minutes 
past one. At1:10 nearly all mere quirtosity 
seekers had left the court room. meric? there 
was another éxcitémént of & Moféht’s dura- 
tion as the Prisons was led out of the court 
room, sti followec b his #aithful 
wife, . son-in-law, gran son, > coach- 
man and Warden Keating clesé iby 
his side. He was taken to Sheriff :Grant’s 
oftice in the basement of the courthouse. It 
was decided after Mr. Sharp had left the court 
room that he was to be returned to :‘Ludlow 
Street jail. As it was for one night only, the 
court considered it would not be anything too 
great in the way of a concession to allow him 
to stay in that place rather than to send him 
to the Tombs prisan. 

The stay was granted on affidavits of Sharp’s 
counsel that they need more timeto prepare a 
bill of exception, and that Judge Barrett had 
snid that he was too ill to give the matter of a 
stay his attention. Notice of appeal to the 
court of appeals in the case of John O. Neil, 
one of the convicted aldermen in Sing Sing, 
was filed today. 

A stay of proceodings has been granted by 
Judge Potter in the Sharp case until Monday 
next. The order is returnable in the supreme 
court Monday next, It was served on Sher- 
iff Grant immediately on its being granted. 
The order directs the district attorney to show 
cause why a permanent stay of proceedings 
should not be granted.

short time ago, and as a consequence he was 
asked to tender his resignation, which he did. 
Since that time, the examination has been 
progressing and each day the deficit has in- 
creased, until now it has reached the figure 
above stated, although the examination 
of his books is not yet near 
completion. As indicated by the 
books peculations have been going onfor at 
least nine years, and although suspicion was, 
at various times, aroused by the extravagant 
habits of White, it was. dispelled by a state- 
ment made by himself that his wife had fallen 
heir to quite a large sum of money.

Investigation Into the Murder in Washi ng 
ton. 

Wasninaton, July 14.—A coroner’s in- 
quest was lield today upon the body of the late 
Sdabeh C. G. Kennedy, who was murdered in 
the street yesterday afternoon by John Daily. 
The jury found a verdict in accordance with 
the facts as telegraphed. Daily, the mur- 
derer, was present but manifested perfect in- 
difference. Very little is known by the police 
in regard to the latter’s history. He is an 
ignorant Irishman, of a low order of intellect, 
and has been nursing grievances against his 
victim for twenty-five or thirty years. He 
thinks Kennedy overreached his father in a 
real estate transaction many years ago. His 
mother was once employed in the Kennedy 
family. His weapon was a case knife, ground 
to a point and sharp as a razor. Hehada 
razor in his shoe when searched at the station 
house. From talk it would seem that he had 
murderous intentions toward another man, 
but it is not known who this intended victim 
is. Daily had only been discharged from the 
work-house hospital yesterday morning. He 
hag several times been an inmate of correc- 
tional institutions for minor offenses.

He is suffer- 
ing with one shot which entered above his eye, 
from the effects of which he may lose one eye.

THE RISING MERCURY. 


Observations Taken of the Hot 
Wave Yesterday. 


THE HOTTEST DAY OF THE SUMMER. 


Fort Sully Registers 102 in’ the Shade—At- 
lahnta Follows With 98—A Small 
©0061 Wave on thé Lakes. 


Wasuinaton, J aly 14.—Torrid weather 
which has prevailed in nearly every section of 
the country during the past week, is not due, 
the signal oflicé shys, to any exceptional 
causes, and no relief can be predicted at pres- 
ent. The weather, however, was considerably 
cooler today in’some pafts of the United States 
than yesterday. During the past twenty-four 
hours the temperature has fallen from six to 
twelve degrees in western Dakota, Wyoming. 
Montana and Colorado. A cool wave lias also 
made itselffelt in northern Texas, Indian 
Territory, Arkansas and Louisiana, where a 
drop of from four to twenty degrees has oc- 
curred, although the. thermometer still hovers 
around the eighties. Watm weather has also 
been broken in the Lake Superior region, 
Pennsylvania, New York and the New Eng- 
land states bya reduction of from four to eigh- 
teen degrees in temperature. 

The héat continnés unabated in Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Iowa, Minnesota, eastern Dakota and 
the south Atlantic states. Fort Sully, Dakota, 
at 3 o’clock today, Washington time, enjoyed 
the distinction of being the hottest place in 
the United States, with the thermometer at 
102°. Huron, Dak., and Atlanta, Ga., fol- 
lowéd with 98°; North Platte, Nebraska, 
Dubuque, Iowa, Indianapolis, Ind., Lynch- 
burg and Norfolk, Va., with 96°, and Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, Louisville, Ky., and 
Dodge City, Kansas, with 94°, 
In Washington the maximum temperature 
was 93°. The coolest section of country today 
was the Lake Superior region, and Duluth, 
Minn., returns a lower temperature than any 
unelevated city in the United States, viz, 56°. 
The weather has also been vew comfortable in 
New England and northern New York. At 
Eastport, Me., the thermometer registered 66°, 
and at Oswego it was but 2° warmer. 

RicHMOND, Va., July 14.—A hotjgwave has 
prevailed in this section for several days past. 
The theremometer in this city for three days 
past has ranged between 94° and 100° in the 
shade between nine a. m., and night. 


THE PRESIDENT’S MOVEMENTS, _ 


Visiting His Brother at Forestport, New 
York. 

Utica, N. Y., July 14.—President and Mrs. 

Cleveland left for Forestport at 9:15 a.m. to- 
day. The special train consisted of a boudoir 
car and locomotive, and was ower only by 
the President and Mrs. Cleveland, the latter’s 
maid, Superintendent Hammond and Conduc- 
tor Daniels. They were accompanied to the 
depot by Senator inthe and his son. Mrs. 
Cleveland’s eye is very much inflamed, and 
pains her exceedingly. Dr. Beith, of this city, 
was called, and pronounced it either a blind 
boil or the sting of an insect. The journey to 
Alder Creek was without other incident than 
the appearance of groups of people at the 
various stations as the train passed. 
The request from Remsen that the 
people might have an eEY=: to see the 
resident was referred to him by Assistant 
Superintendent Hammond who was incharge 
of the special, and the wish was answered by 
the train running slowly through the village, 
where the concourse had the pleasure of greet- 
ing the distinguished travelers, who were once 
more upon the rear platform. On the arrival 
of the train at Alder Creek there was a 
respectful gathering of people. 

The travelers were met by Rev. William N. 
Cleveland and his wife and escorted in a car- 
riage to their residence about two miles east 
from Alder creek, on the edge of the village of 
Forestport. It isa pretty new cottage, bujlt 
two years ago under the supervision of Rev. 
Mr. Cleviand, who is pastor of the Presbyterian 
mission flocks at Forestport and |White Lake 
corners. 

The mistress of this neat conntry home has 
been a warmly welcomed visitor at the white 
house, and this, with the brotherly affection 
existing between the president and pastor, au- 
gurs that the restful visit of the president and 
his wife during the ensuing two or three days 
will be one of great enjoyment. 

ForestTreort, N. Y., July 14.—The presiden- 
tial party was greeted at the depot by Dr. A. 
G. Browerand Rev. and Mrs. Cleveland, and 
was driven‘rapidly from Alder Creek station 
over three miles of sandy road to this village. 
Arrived at Mr. Cleveland’s place, the guests at 
once proceeded to rest, of which the fatiguing 
labors of the past few days had put them so 
much in need, The village contains but three 
or four hundred inhabitants, mostly engaged 
in lumbering and tanning industries, and there 
was no crowd on hahd to welcome the distin- 
guished guests. The only attempt at decora 
tion wasjmade at Alder Creek, where a large 
flag and a Cleveland and Hendricks campaign 
banner-were flung to the breeze, The presi- 
dent took special interest in the latter. 

Later in the day, Commissioner Kernan and 
Postmaster Waterbury called and arranged 
for a public reception, to be held at the par- 
sonage tomorrow between the hours of 7:30 
and 9 p.m. Rev. Mr. Cleveland and his wife 
were warmly in favor of the reception. Mr. 
Cleveland has been pastor of the Presbyterian 
church here for eight years, and is very popu- 
lar. 

At 5 o’clock this afternoon Postmaster 
Waterbury took the president, Mrs. Cleveland 
and the president’s sister-in-law for an hour’s 
drive. Mrs. Cleveland, who had already made 
herself a general favorite with the people, 
won many new friends during the drive by 
responding to the slightest evidence of recog- 
nition. 

The programme of the president’s. move- 
ments after tomorrow may be outlined as fol- 
lows: Saturday morning, in company with 
Secretary and Mrs. Fairchild, the party will 
make an excursion to Thousand Islands, leav- 
ing here about 3 o’clock.

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‘THE LAND BILL. 


Debate in the House of Com- 
mons Yesterday. 


CHURCHILL'S OBJECTIONS TO CLAUSES. 


Speechés by Messrs. Gladstone and Parnell— 
The Bastile Celebration in Paris— 
Other Foreigh News. 


Lonpown, July 14.—The unionists will ab- 
stain from voting on the bankruptcy clanses of 
the land bill if they are not abatidoned. Th 


the face of the threatened prolonged oppost- 
tion te the bill many conservatives are urging 
the government to be content to pass the lease 
holders’ clause and to leave the rémainder of 
the new bill over until next session. 

In the house of coymons this evening, Lord 
Randolph Churchill, resuming debate on the 
land bill, objected to Mr. Bannerman’s amend- 
ment (that the bill be rejected) only as raising 
@ false issue. There was a general agreement, 
he said, on the point that the bill wak abso- 
lutely necessary to afford relief to the Irish 
tenantry. It wasa great mistake to imputea 
want of good faith tothe government in the 
proposal of the bill. The government had 
been forced to offer a temporary land measure 
before the session closéd for no more odious 
duty could devolve upon the Irish government 
than to administer the crimes act unaccom- 
pahied by a nieasure which would satisfy the 
tenantry, [Cries of ‘Hear, hear.’’] 

Proceeding to examine clanses of the bill, 
he supported Mr. Dillon’s criticisms on restric- 
tions of the leaseholders clause, which he 
hoped the government would amend. He did 
not see that the tenantry would derive any 
benefit from a clause dealing with evictions. 
[Parnellite cheers.}] He would fear to entrust 
Irish agents, advisers of landlords, with the 
powers conferred upon them under that clause. 
[Cries of ‘‘oh,”’ from the conservative benches 
and megs) What would have been the 
State of Ire 
operation last winter. He did not doubt that 
from one-quarter-to one-half of the tenantry 
would have been evicted and the result would 
have been in a state of tumult and disorder ap- 
palling to contempiate. [Cheers.} It was not 
within the limit of physical possibilities to 
deal with the clause this session. The bill 
must be lightened by throwing it over. The 
bankruptcy clauses were equally objectiona- 
ble, inasmuch as they would tend to lower the 
moral tone of the tenantry, besides producing 
an immeasurable mass of litigation. [Cheers 
from the Irish benches.] The government, in 
view of the large number of tenants who it 
was expected would be forced into bankruptcy, 
seemed to be trying to build up a system of 
national credit on a widespread foundation of 
national insolvency. If the government with 
Irish members, would agree to deal with 
arrears and a revision of judicial rents instead 
of bankruptcy clauses, the bill would be de- 
prived of its worst features and would become 
acceptable to the country. [Cheers. ] 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt congratulated- 
Lord Randolph on his clear exposition of the 
defects of the bill. If Lord Randolph’s speech 
led toa new development of the bill, the 
house would have no difficulty in passing it 
Lord Randolph has performed a capital opera. 
tion under chloroform upon the measure, 
transforming its nature and leaving the mere 
skeleton of the bill. If the government 
assented the house would now try to put some 
decent clothing on the skeleton. 

Let the government throw overboard the 
clauses that both tories and liberals opposed, 
and the bill going without delay to the com- 
mittee, would find an easy passage. 

Mr. Goschen, chancellor of the exchequer, 
speaking in behalf of the government, said 
that while they would not attempt to disguise 
the difficulty of their task they must refuse to 
buy a single vote by making any concession 
against+their convictions. Dwelling on the 
temporary character of the bill, he said the 
government would do their best to meet the 
views of the gentlemen on the other side with 
regard to the lease-holders clause, but he bold- 
ly defended the eviction clause. He could on- 
ly understand the opposition on the suppo- 
sition that it was deemed advisable to 
keep up the eviction agitation with a view 
of influencing public opinion. The govern- 
ment was not prepared to drop the clause, be- 
lieving that the stoppage of evictions would 
take away half the stock in _ trade 
of the Irish agitators... .He  de- 
fended the bankruptcy clause and de- 
nied Lord Randolph Churchill’s assertion that 
the government was trying to found a system 
of national credit. He opposed the plan fora 
revision of rents, advised by the Cowper com- 
mission, as fatal to the coming land purchase 
measure. 

Mr. Parnell, wpon rising, was loudly cheered. 
He said he thought Mr. Goschen was looking 
rather to enhance the value of Lang, oe & under 
his future land purchase bill, than to the inter- 
ests of Irish tenants. The government pro- 
posed to abolish evictions by execuling them 
under another name with the objectof getting 
rid of the record of such transactions as evic- 
tions. The attempt to bolster up judicial rents 
as a basis for purchase would defeat its own 
end, because land would not be purchased on 
a judicial basis. He warned the government 
that their land scheme would not effect the 
feeling in Ireland. The present measure would 
simply be regarded as a monument of stupid- 
ity and inaptitude. A speedy revision of rents 
was absolutely necessary. He suggested that 
if the government was not disposed to accept 
the advice of the Cowper commission it might 
at least meet the Irish members half way. 

Mr. Gladstone thought the debate had been 
conducted with great ability. Presuming that 
the government maintained anopen mind with 
regard to the suggestions made, he thought it 
needless to press the amendment. to a division, 
but that the house should be left at liberty to 
amend and substantially improve the bill 
The committee understood that if pressed todo 
so, the government was willing to drop the 
bankruptcy clause. He reminded the house 
that those clauses constituted what the govern- 
ment had always put forward as a prominent 
part of the bill, and that no substitute was pro- 
posed. Assuming that Mr. Chamberlain in- 
tended to press his amendment, Mr. Gladstone 
called attention to and hailed his speech with 
great satisfaction. 

There was no reason to compel the govern- 
ment to reject the suggestion with regard to a 
revision of judicial rents, and there was no 
apparent disposition on the part of the house 
to sustain the government in reject the 
proposals of the Cowper commission. Theo 
position had obtained advantage ground whic 
they could have not anticipated a week 
and with the prospect of still further improve- 
ment in the views with which the measure was 
regarded by the other side of the house, he 
hoped the amendment would not be pressed. 

W. H, Smith said the government had intt- 
mated their readiness to consider and give ef- 
fect to the siggestions that have been made, 
but they considered the bankruptcy clause ad- 
vantageous to tenants, and if the insisted 
upon eliminating those clauses, 
would rest the responsibility. 

The amendment was then negatived and the 
bill read a second time withent division.

FALL OF THE BASTILE. 


The Anniversary Passes Off in a Very Quiet 
Manner. * 

Paris, July 14, 2 p. m.—Thus far the fall of 
the bastile has been commemorated with quiet 
and decorum. A demonstration was made at 
the statue of Strasburg this morning, but it war 
entirely of a peaceful nature. The members of 
the patriotic league and of other associations, 
with banners and trumpets, marched past the 
statue and deposited upon its colossal memo- 
rial crowns. As this was done there were a few 
cries from the procession of ‘‘Vive la France,” 
‘Vive la republique”’ and “‘ Vive la Boulanger,” 
but there were no attempts at disorder. 

3:30 p. m.—President Grevy, accompanied 
by all the members of the ministry, left the 
palace of Elysee to attend a review of the 
troops. An escort of cuirassiers preceded and 
followed the president’s carriage. People along 
the route greeted the president with cries of 
‘* Vive Grevy.”’ 3 

Evening— President Grevy and his ministry - 
were greeted with some isolated cries of “vive 
Boulanger, and ‘“‘resign,’”’ and a few hisses, on 
their arrival at Long Camps to witness the re- 
view, but cries of ‘‘vive La Republique’”’ dom- 
inated, and the people seemed generally dis. 
posed to be friendly. The review of troops 
ponend off without incident. It was witnessed 
yy an immense, but orderly crowd, which 
cheered the troops heartily. The march-past 
began at 4:20 o’clock and was finished at 5:50. 
The president and cabinet then returned to 
Paris. The populace this evening is calm and 
all fears of disorder have banished.

Though no display of force was made, it 
was evident that elaborate precautions 
been taken, especially in the vicinity of Lon 
champs, to suppress immediately any attem 
at disorder.

The greatest 
thusiasm was shown to the army; and at 
conclusion of the revjew there was hearty fra 
ternizing between the troops and people.

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A Town Destroyed at the Birth of 
an Active Volcano. 


MEXICO'S LAST NATURAL WONDER. 


The Face of the Country Changed at the 
Cost of Many Lives—A Terror Stricken 
Population—Boiling Geysers, Etc. 


From the New York Herald. 

Ex Paso, July 12, 1887.—I have just re- 
turned from the scene of the only active vol- 
cano in North America. The trip was one of 
extraordinary hardship, accomplished in the 
face of obstacles of which the entire absence of 
any road, an arid desert of over one hundred 
miles across, and the blazing sun of a tropical 
zone were conspicuous features. The volcano 
lies twelve miles, as the crow flies,from Bay- 
ispe, in the state of Sonora, in the extreme 
northwest corner of the Mexican republic. A 
rough estimate wil) place the distance from El 
Paso at four hundred miles, calculating ona 
bee line. The rugged and desolate nature of 
the country, the infrequency of its springs and 
the almost deadly heat that exists there nine 
months out of the twelve, has effectually kept 
out the American prospector, although the 
mountains are full of gold, and even the hardy 
Mexican has largely lejtit to its primal soli- 
tude. Here and there are scattering villages, 
of which Bavispe is a type. The town lies 
s uthwest of Casas Grandes, and is a hetero- 
geneous collection of adobe shanties and “jack- 
als,” half under and half above the ground, 
and roofed with bruab. It contains about 
twenty-five hundred souls, if you count a soul 
toeach inhabitant. They are so miserably 
poor and live in a condition of such indescrib- 
able squalor and perpetual misery that their 
lot compares unfavorably with the wandering 
cayote, their nearest neighbor, 

BAVISPE SHAKEN OUT OF EXISTENCE, 

The cighth day brought the Herald explor- 
ers into the vicinity of Bavispe; but a little 
prior to this we had the first intimation of cos- 
mic disturbance in the shape of a fluttering 
tremor of the ‘earth. These shocks, which 
were slight and undulating, increased in fre- 
quency as we drew near the town, until 
scarcely an hour elapsed without a repetition 
of them. We came in sight cf Bavispe at 
about ten o’clock in the morning, and the first 
thing that met our sight was the huddled en- 
campment of several hundred people on the 
broad mesa that flanks the town. Bavispe it- 
self may be spoken of in the past tense—it no 
longer exists. 

On the first of last May, just at the gray of 
dawn, the villagers were awakened by a sick- 
ening shudder of the earth, followed by a quick 
tremor that reduced half of the adobes of the 
adobes of the place to ruins. Creeping out 
from the wreck of their dwellings they sought 
safety on the level ground, where a sort of en- 
campment was formed, and thence in time the 
entire village has-migrated. Since that morn- 
ing of desolation and terror there has been no 
day unaccompanied by an earthquake. Some- 
times it has been so violent as to loosen masses 
of rock and open vast fissures in the mountain 
side, and sometimes it isalmost an impercept- 
ible vibration, but never has it entirely ceased, 
and the superstitious Mexicans have given 
themselves up to the apathy of despair. Our 
appearance, which in other times would have 
convulsed the village with excitement scarcely 
attracted attention. A few half naked men 
and haggard women straggled out of their ten- 
ements of brush to meet us, but many merely 
glanced from their open doorways and made 
no sign. 

ITS POPULATION PARALYZED BY MISFORTUNE. 

The town, or rather, what was the town, 
looks the broken toy village of a child. There 
is not a house Ieft standing. Shattered heaps 
of adobes and yawning holes mark the site, 
and mingled.in the ruin are the few utensils 
of their domestic life, for which a superstitious 
terror forbade them to return. Many of them 
have gone toward the south, but the bulk of 
the people are far-too poor to undertake a jour- 
ney, which, without resources, means death, 
and so they have camped within sight of the 
wreck of. their homes in mute and pathetic 
helplessness. The mortality which attended 
this disaster must have been great, but it was 
almost impossible to draw any of them into 
conversation and quite so to obtain any accu- 
rate information. Over twenty sunken places 
in the mesa marked recent graves, and as many 
more dead are probably lying in the ruins, It 
may be well to note in passing that this miser- 
able condition of these peopie and their unpar- 
alleled misfortune have excited general com- 
miseration throughout the republic of Mexico. 
Subscriptions have been raised for them at 
different points, notably among the ladies of 
Paso del Norte, where $500 or $600 were sub- 
scribed for their relief, but so inaccessible is 
the spot that but little could be donc in this 
direction. In the course of time they will 
probably be aided in moving south among their 
people, but at present their condition is one 
that appeals to humanity. 

THE VOLCANO AT WORK. 

From Bavispe we had our first sight of our 
objective point—the volcano. A pernant of 
smoke, trailed by the wind from alow, Square 
topped peak to the southwest, defined it loca- 
tion; while a dull and muttering roar, almost 
incessant, told that the forces of nature were 
at work. The volcano lies about twelve miles 
from the site of the town, but over such an ex- 
traordinarily broken tract of country that we 
realized at once that it would require two days 
journey to reach it, and pushed straight ahead 
without delay. The phenomena which we had 
observed at Bavispe increased in volume as we 
approached the mountain. We followed the 
dry bed of astream which at some forgotten 
period had worn a causeway through the 
granite. it was broken by fissures of evident 
recent origin, running from north to south, 
and in some cases four or five feet broad and of 
unknown depth. -Springing from one of these, 
about four miles out, we encountered a geyser 
rivalling any of those in the national park. It 
is in the center of a circular basin, with sides 
of sand and mud, and about forty feet in 
diameter. At intervals of fifteen minutes 
an immense stream of boiling water leaps 
o.tand up toa height of, I should judge, sixty 
feet. Its appearance is unaccompanied by any 
special demonstration, but the enormous vol- 
ume of water falling sheer back into the basin 
is a spectacle as impressive as it is startling. 
The geyser spouts for four or five minutes and 
then subsides as quickly as it came, disappear- 
ing with a mutter that reverberates far down 
into the bowels of the troubled earth. It is 
impossible to approach very close while it isin 
action, but an idea of its heat as it emerges 
can be formed from the fact that a pocket ther- 
mometer dipped into the basin before the 
water oozed away marked within two degrees 
of the boiling point. The Mexicans say that 
three other geysers exist in the southwest, 
but we were unable, for reasons that will 
appear farthe ron, to investigate the statement. 

A RED LIPPE”, LIVING CRATER. 

When our party came within four or five 
miles of the volcano we realized that it would 
be impracticable to approach it in a direct line. 
A river of lava —s down the meuntain 
side some weeks ago, and not yet cool,effectuaily 
barred the way, so we turned to the south and 
began the ascentof an adjacent peak for the 
purpose of obtaining a view from its superior 
elevation. It is unnecessary to detail the 
ascent. It was Hike all other mountain climb- 
ing, except more so. But when we reached 
the top a spectacle of tremendous convulsions 
met our view. Below us, at a distance of abcut 
three-quarters of a mile, was the red lipped 
mouth of a living volcano. Heretofore no one 
has approached within one-fourth of that dis- 
tance. The crater forms a rude ova), depressed 
at the northern side, and rising in a series of 
ragged peaks at theo south. A strong wind 
blowing northward favored-our view, for it 
swept away the smoke and steam of tl.e 
eruption and leit the actual mouth compara- 
tively clear. It is a lurid funnel incessaniy 
changing in hue from the inconceivable heat 
which must oxist in ils midst. The bottom 
was veiled bya blinding midst, batup the 
sides played bright bands of ¢ m, Varying 
into green and bluc, with that incandescent 
shifting of color that one observes in white hot 
steel. At intervals the Jambent surface quivy- 
ered and an upheaval of liery matter, or what 
soeined to be such, gave the crater the appear- 
ance of aloke of liquid flame.

At the far side, where the depression 
existed, there were plain evidences of a gap 
formed by the egress of the lava. 
RIVERS OF MOLTEN LAVA, 

Later on we were enabled to trace the 
course of this molten river, It had poured 
straight downward over a steep declivity for 
about an eighth of a mile, where, checked b 
a guich of pantic roportions, it had swerve 
to the nort the direction of the mesa on 
which was Bavispe. About two miles from 
the crater the stream stopped and spread it- 
self overa considerable area, where it has 
cooled in wild and fatitasticformation. Those 
who have seen the lava beds, where the rene- 
gade Modoc, Captain Jack, made his last. 
stand, can form a pretty accurate idea of the 
scene. Itcallsto mind involuntary the fa- 
miliar photographic maps of lunar landscapes. 
Itisasif some sea lashed into a thousand 
waves and eddies and ragged whirlpools had 
been arrested and frozen by some necromancy 
into stone. In color itis dark gray, and so 
much heat is still retained that it is impossi- 
ble to approach nearer than to within one 
hanna eee of its edge. It must have 
been a thick and pasty mass even at its hottest, 
for at one point where it has slightly over- 
flowed arocky promontory it did not fall to 
the bottom, but hangs like a fringe of stalac- 
tites over the edge. 

AN ERUPTION DESCRIBED, 

The elevation on which we stood was sepa- 
rated from the volcanic peak by a chasm of 
depth, yet there was a continuous humming 
vibration of the solid rock beneath our feet, 
and the air was filled with a grinding noise, as 
though the universe was rended at its founda- 
tions. The fiery conyulsions of which I have 
spoken were accompanied by full detonations, 
proceeding apparently from far in the interior 
of the mountain, and flakes of gray ashes and 
fragments of volcanic stone lying all about 
warned us that when in active operation the 
crater would render our {position deci- 
dedly unsafe. The table land from which we 
obtained our view sweeps westward with a. 
gentle curve, and at a distance of about amile 
ound a favorable camping place. From there, 
at about dusk on the second day, we had a fine 
view ofa short but violent eruption. Warned 
by a succession of dull reports we hurried to 
the highest elevation, and a@ moment or two 
later saw a vivid column of flame shoot up- 
ward to an immense height. The top 
broke and fell back, exactly as some clever 
piece of pyrotechnics,but it had scarcely fallen 
yefore another and another column of fire 
leaped toward the heavens. From this point 
we could not see the crater itself, but a tre- 
mendous sizzing and hissing noise reached our 
ears and dominated over even the louder 
crashes of the eruption. The skies, beauti- 
fully clear and with that immense appearance 
of depth characteristic of the altitude, caught 
the reflection and turned to a ruddy dome, 
while the refracted light outlined our shadows 
as sharply as an electric lamp. During the 
eruption, which lasted about fifteen minutes, 
there was no distinct earthquake shock, but 
the incessant tremor: and vibration materially 
increased. A tin cup of water on the ground 
was half emptied of its contents, and our 
effects , which had been placed in a general 
heap, were scattered about promiscuously. By 
reason of our elevation we had no fear of an 
overfiow of lava, but we [earned by investiga- 
tion next day that none had made its appear- 
ance. Th only trace, in fact, that remained of 
the convulsion at daylight were the numerous 
blocks of stone which had been loosened from 
the mountain side and hurled into the guiches 
and gorges. 

THE DESTRUCTION OF BAVISPE. 

As our purpose was simply to obtain definite 
assurance that a voleano really did exist, we 
made preparations for our return on the day 
following the eruption. The trip back to Ba- 
vispe was unaccompanied by special incident, 
but there, by a fortunate accident, we learned 
something of the history of the phenomena. 
On last Aprila German named Shutz anda 
half-caste Mexican named Alvarez came to 
Bavispe for the purpose of prospecting for 
minerals. They were in Bavispe at the time 
of the first eruption, saw the destruction of the 
town, and remained for some days afterward ; 
but when we passed through on our way to the 
voleano were both at Bacarac,a little town 
lying some distance southward. During our 
absence Alvarez had returned, and he was the 
first person we met coming in. He isa rather 
intelligent man, has lived for eight or ten 
years past in the United States, and talks 
English ftiuently. It was from him that we 
obtained an account. of the extraordinary 
changes the convulsion has wrought in the 
topography of the country. When he first 
caine to Bavispe a ragged spur of the range 
which now appears extending northward from 
the crater was not visible, but hidden by an 
elevation thickly covered with brush and 

inion trees. On the morning succeeding the 
first tremendous shock he was amazed to find 
that the woods had disappeared and in their 
place this section of the range. The place in- 
tervening had become a depression, across a 
vortion of which we had passed. This ac- 
counted for the fissures and chasms which had 
so impeded our progress. For two days follow- 
ing this upheaval the shocks were violent and 
practically continuous. 

MOUNTAINS PLAYING SEE-SAW. 

His description of one of the accompanying 
ayer grows was weird and eerie to a degree. 
jack of the range which so suddenly and mys- 
teriously made its appearance is another spur 
of about the same height and dimension, tee 
of course not visible from Bavispe. During 
one of the most violent shocks this range was 
lifted upward into plain view, the front of one 
sinking and the two granite monsters see- 
sawing up and down a half a dozen times, 


The people of the town, not unnaturally, be- | 


lieved that the earth was about to overwhelm 
them, and the terror that ensued is easier 
imagined than described. Before they could 
fly, however, the shock was over and things 
had resumed their former appearance. Alva- 
rez fixes the mortality at thirty-eight, exclu- 
sive of those who must have been caught and 
buried in the ruins, and it is a curious circum- 
stance that some days later several women 
died of symptoms identical with those of sea- 
sickness. He stated also that at Bacarac changes 
in the formation of the country were reported 
to have taken place to the south, and that all 
through the intervening territory old springs 
had dried up, new _ ones appeared 
and guysers spurted forth. With- 
out exception the water was  boil- 
ing hot. He assured us that the guyser we en- 
countered was of a more recent origin than the 
others and had only been spouting from eight 
to ten days. Its appearance was heralded by a 
crash that was distinctly audible at Bavyispe, 
and it was some days before the inhabitants 
ventured out to ascertain the cause of the new 
disturbance. He and his partner had located 
some promising claims, showing gold in de- 
composed quartz, in the vicinity and Were not 
disposed to abandon them unless actually 
driven away, Schutz was at the lower town 
laying in supplies. 

rhe numerous conflicting reports which have 
been sent abroad in relation to this disturb- 
ence can be readily accounted for by the fact 
that they have emanated from Magdalena and 
other points on the northern end of the Sonora 
railway. An impassable mountain barrier in- 
tervenes between this road and the Bavispe 
district. ‘lo pass around it would require 
months of travel over one of the most terrible 
stretches of country on this hemisphere. So it 
goes without saying that none of these reports 
were direct, but rather rumors of rumors from 
the far south. Ican say without fear of eon- 
tradiction that no other exploring party has 
thus far approached near enough to the scene 
of action to carry away anything like accurate 
information.

RULING A TREASURER, 


Who Seems to Defy All Local 
Authority. 
Sparta, Ga., July 14.--[Special.]—Mr. 


George R. Brown, the county treastirer, fail- 
ing, for 8ome-reason not publicly known, to 
appear with his books before the grand jury at 
the last April term of the superior curt, a rule 
was issued against him by the judge of that 
court, Judge Boynton then presiding, requir- 
ing him to appear before the court at its Oc- 
tober term to show cause why he did not ap- 
pear before the grand jury in April, and also 
why he should not be attached for contempt. 
The board of roads and reyenues of the county 
cited him to appear before them last Thursday 
and show cause why he did not pay orders pre- 
sented tohim as county treasurer. This he 


failed to answer. The board cited him again 
to appear before them on Tuesday last. This 


citation he answered under oath, saying that 
he had paid all legal orders presented to him; 


that he could not appear in person 
before the board, since he was._con- 
finel to his bed by _ sickness, and 


that he did not recognize the board as having 
any jurisdiction in the matter, especially since 
the treasury department of the county was be- 
ing investigated by another tribunal, referring 
to the rule ofthe judge of the superior court 
and to the jurisdiction which the grand jury 
had over himas treasurer. This answer the 
board deemed evasive and insufficient, and so 
declared the office of treasurer vacant, ap- 
pointed Mr. J. T. Riley, clerk of the superior, 
court, as temporary treasurer, ordered a new 
election for treasurer on the 9th of August, 
and issued executions against Mr. Brown and 
his securities for the amounts which he 
failed to pay on orders that had been presented 
tohim. Mr. Brown is now and has been for 
some time quite sick,confined to his bed. He 
claims however that he is able to make a good 
and legal showing as to everything connected 
with his office. 

The attorney for Mr. George R. Brown peti- 
tion for the writ of certiorari, and, Judge 
Lumpkin being absent from the state, Judge 
Simmons, of the Macon circuit, assumed. juris- 
diction and granted the writ.

The Americus, Preston and Lumpkin Push- 
ing Down to Abbeville—-Waterworks, 
Gasworks and Telephones Sure. 


Americus, Ga., July 14.—[Special.)— 
While the times seem dull in financial circles 
and everything is more or less at a stand-still, 
the banks of Americus come forward with re- 
ports which betoken a better state of things 
than might appear at a superficial glance. 
First, the Bank of Southwest Georgia, a bank 
of one hundred thousand dollars capital, 
which only began business a few monthssince, 
declares & 4 per cent semi-annual dividend 
and makes a report which does credit to its 
management, and speaks volumes for Ameri- 
cus as a business point. 

Then the Bank of Americus, the oldest and 
long established in the confidence of the peo- 
ple, with a capital stock of one’ hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars, declares a six per cent 
semi-annual dividend, and carries a large 
amount to the surplus, and makes a papers of 
which the whole city may well be proud.

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FELL FROM THE SCAFFOLDING. 


Two Men Killed and Several Others Badly 
Wounded, - 

CotumsBi, 8. C., July 14.—[Special.]—This 
morning, about 9 o’clock, George Caldwell, 8. 
Jackson, William Oliver and Sam Cunning- 
ham, all negroes, were engaged at work on 
some columns that jutted out from the wall of 
the house of representatives, abont thirty feet 
from the floor.

The 
coroner’s jury deelared that the deceased came 
to their death from falling from an insecure 
scaffold. ‘Thescaffeld was built by] Benjamin 
Roe, employed by Bartlett, Howard & Co., 
of Baltimore, contractors.

When he has 
them “set” the gate is raised, so that the fish 
may enter the box, and when he wishes to 
lower the gate he has a long pole that reaches 
the length of the box and is attachad to the 
trigger, by which the box is sprung.

iting and setting the boxes.

HE DID NOT SPEAK. 


An Atlanta Orator Comes Into Collision 
with the University Trustees. 


Mr, Glenn Waters, of Atlanta, has been a 
student at the university of Georgia fora year 
or two, and at the commencement just closed 
graduated with high honor. He was awarded 
the first honor in the course of bachelor of 
science. Taking such ahigh stand, Mr. Waters 
of course obtained a speakers’ place, and in 
looking about for a subject upon which to 
write his oration he selected the interesting 
theme of ‘‘Evolution.”’ 

Preparing his speech with great care, Mr. 
Waters submitted it to the professor of belle 
letters, as the law requires, in order that that 
gentleman might pass upon it, and see 
that no objectionable allusion or reference was 
made to topics the board of trustees had decid- 
ed could not be discussed by students on the 
commencement stage. One or two paragraphs 
in the oration were objected to as containing 
improper allusions to religious topics, and Mr. 
Waters was ordered to strike these paregraphs 
out. He refused to accede to the demand, on 
the ground that it would ruin his speech to 
strike out the paragraphs, and he appealed to 
the board of trustees. 

It is Said that the board did not read tlie 
speech of Mr. Waters, but, attaching an order 
of the board upon the subject, the manuscript 
was returned to the young orator. He is said 
to have persisted in his refusal to change the 
speech, and, the faculty remaining firm also, 
the result was that Mr. Waters did not speak 
at all. The ehancellor, in calling his name 
upon the stage, stated that he was honorably 
excused, and when the diplomas were given to 
the graduates Mr. Waters’ received his along 
with the rest of the young men. 

It is stated that Hon. N. J. Hammond, who 
graduated in 1852, had written a speech on 
‘Genesis and Geclogy.’”’?’ He was told by one 
of the authorities in the college that if he 
spoke that speech he would not get his dip- 
loma. He porereted in speaking, however, 
and got his diploma. 

The law Cots which the present action was 
taken was framed just after Mr. Albert H. 
Cox, a young student of LaGrange, made his 
graduating speech in 1866. He delivered a 
fierce tirade against the republican party, 
Governor Brown and others, and the oration 
produced such a sensation that the military 
governor closed the college for quite a time. 
Since then the students have been confined by 
law to ancient Greece and the American eagle. 

Mr. Waters refrained from speaking the ex- 
tracts which would endanger his diploma, but 
declined to deliver his oration with these por- 
tions omitted. So he only appeared at the foot 
of the stage with the other graduates. 

We give below the passages in the speech to 
which objection was made. We do this because 
of public interest in the matter. We do not 
mean to reflect upon the faculty or upon the 
board of trustees which indorsed the faculty. 
They believe that subjects like thes® had best 
not be diseussed by young graduates, under the 
sanction of the college. 

After declaring that research had won for 
the theory of evolution consideration and re- 
spect, Mr. Waters wrote: 

‘‘Now what does our Bible say? It teaches that 
in the beginning there was a creation ia which the 
ordinary course of nature was departed from, and 
from the dust of the ground God created two parent 
forms. {The human race has been perpetuated 
aecording to a natural and unvariable law—by the 
regular operation of natural forces. Evolution says 
that God created parent form—life has been per- 
petuated and differentiated by the regular operation 
of natural law. But are we, because wé affirm the 
existence of a law, compelled to deny the existence 
of a law giver? If so, evolution is a fancy and a de- 
lusion. Now what is there in this theory that con- 
fiiets with Christianity?”’ 

Mr. Waters is a young gentleman of talent, 
well known in Atlanta, where he has many 
friends. His high stand at the university 
argues well for his future success, and those 
who know him predict the brightest future for 
him.

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A Word to the Legislature. 

The members of the general assembly will 

» @o well in deciding upon what is to be done 
about the State road lease to guard carefully 
against the danger of surrendering jurisdic- 
tion of the matter. Reformers can be 
found inside and outside of the legislature 
who, to make fees for friends, would not 
hesitate to advise an injunction. 

Now, when the state files a bill in 
this case, and prays for an injunction the 
equities will be settled between the state 
and the lessees by a jury of twelve men, 
and the governor and the legislature will be 
powerless to help the state. The legislature 
now hasallthe power that an injunction 
would give it. There is no danger of loss; 
the lessees are individually able to pay dam- 

ages, outside of the bond, if it comes to a 
question of damages, to the full extent of 
the value of the road. 

What is needed isa clear and unequivocal 
declaration from the legislature of its un- 
derstanding of the contract. Senator Brown 
has stated what the lessees want. Now, let 
the legislature say what the state will insist 
upon, and after carefully and maturely con- 
sidering the questions involved, and after 
the attorney general has passed upon the 
legality of the demand, let the state stand 
squarely toit. Then there can be no con- 
fusion, and no danger of a useless waste of 
money on long law suits. If the case goes 
into the courts it may be twenty years be- 
fore it can be determined. It may be car- 
ried to the courts by the lessees, The state 
will have rights as a defendant that it would 
surrender as a complainant. 

The legislature has the power to have the 
whiole matter disposed of properly. It re- 
quires only wisdom, justice, moderation and 
pluck. We believe the present legislature 
fis equal to the emergency, and the people, 
if the better class of the state newspapers 
Voices their opinion, appear to think so too.

Historic Swords. 

It is announced that the secretary of the 
treasury has referred to the court of claims 
all the papers bearing upon the ownership 
of the famous Twiggs swords. 

These swords have an interesting history. 
Wo soldier in the Mexican war did more 
brilliant service than General David E. 
Twiggs, of Georgia. He received a triple 
recognition of his gallantry in a form which 
gnust have been very dear to his knightly 
heart. He was presented with three mag- 
nificent swords. One was voted by con- 
gress. Another was given by the Georgia 

_Jegislature; and the third came from his 
own city, Augusta. All the swords are 
models of artistic beauty. The hilt and 
seabbard of one of them is of solid gold and 

each of them is richly studded with dia- 

monds and other jewels. They are covered 
with patriotic designs and inscriptions in 
praise of General Twiggs. 

The aggregate cost of these swords was 
$40,000. They were prized by General 
"Twiggs above all his other material posses- 
gions. When the civil war came on the 
general went with his state, and did good 
service for the confederacy. 


He was stationed in New Orleans just- 


before it fell into the hands of the federal 
forces. While there he entrusted his swords 
to the care of a lady friend, Mrs. Rowe Da 
Guedella. When Ben Butler began to seize 
the loose silverware and to pull down the 
ghurch bells in the captured city, one of his 
diverging eyes fell upon the Twiggs swords. 
Of course he took them. The only remark- 
ble thing is, that he did not keep them. 
He thought it would be a good plan to send 
m as a present to Mr. Lincoln. The 
president declined to receive Butler’s gra- 
us giftand delivered the swords to the 
taryofthe treasury. They were dis- 
yed in the treasury as trophies, and after 
new building for the bureau of printing

Soon after the war the heirs of General 
MTwiggs petitioned congress to return the 
pwords to them, Several times a bill to re- 
Sore them was offered, but congress took no 


action in the case until its last session, It 


then passed a bill directing the secretary of 
the treasury to notify all claimants of the 
swords to file their claims, with whatever 
evidence they might have, and when the 
prescribed time for the entry of such claims 
had expired, to refer all the papers in the 
ease tothe court of claims for final adjudi- 
cation and award. This the secretary has 
just done. 

Only two claimants have appeared. One 
is Mrs. Myers, who now lives in Washing- 
ton. She is a daughter of General Twiggs, 
and her husband was the executor of the 
general’s estate. 

Mrs, DaGuedella, the English lady, with 
a Spanish name, comes forward as the other 
claimant. She bases her claim onan affi- 
davit that General Twiggs gave her the 
swords before he left New Orleans. This 
statement does not bear the mark of decided 
probability, considering the great intrinsic 
value of the swords, the far greater value 
which they possessed in their associations, 
and the fond pride with which General 
Twiggs was known to cherish them. Toa 
man like him there could have been neth- 
ing which he would have so loved to leave 
to his children than these beautiful testi- 
monials from his country to his courage 
and skill as a soldier. 

To any one outside of the Twiggs family 
these memorials represent only so many 
dollars in gold and jewels; to the family 
they are precious beyond price. It is easy 
to appreciate the strong desire of the daugh- 
ter of the gallant general to secure the 
swords, and it is very probable that she will 
succeed in getting them.

Astoa Compromise. 

The St. Louis Republican has recently 
been engaged in getting at the views of 
prominent democratic congressmen in regard 
to revenue reform. In our telegrams yes- 
terday there was an interesting allusion to 
the letters which have been received by the 

tepublican in reply to its inquiries. 

Mr. Carlisle declares it to be his opinion 
that the revenue will be reduced at the next 
session. ‘This, it seems to us, is a foregone 
conclusion; but will the infamous internal 
revenue system beabolished? Leading con- 
gressmen from Virginia and North Carolina, 
who know the desires of their constituents, 
and Mr. Randall, who knows the desires of 
the whole country, declare that the internal 
revenue system ought to be abolished. 

Speaker Carlisle truly says that ‘‘the ne- 
cessity of an immediate reduction of revenue, 
in order to prevent a large accumulation of 
surplus in the treasury, is so apparent that 
congress cannot afford to further delay the 
consideration of this question.’’ 

This is the opinion of THe COoNSsTITU- 
TION; but how can congress afford to reduce 
the tariff to anything like a revenue basis, 
until it has first abolished the internal rev- 
enue system? ‘Thus far none of the states- 
men havetaken the trouble to answer this 
question. ‘They deny that they are free- 
traders, but at the same time they fondly 
hope, by perpetuating the emergency taxes 
collected under the infamous revenue sys- 
tem, to be able to insert the wedge of free- 
trade in our tariff system. 

Well, they will fail, as they ought to fail; 
and they will have no suecess in tariff legis- 
lation until they feel that it is their bounden 
duty to meet the views_of the people instead 
of the views of the whisky ring. If the free- 
traders desire to compromise, well and good, 
but, in our opinion, they will have to cease 
to be free-traders before they can under- 
stand the intentions and desires of the peo- 


’ ple.

Free Trade With Canada, 

There is not in congress a more ardent ad- 
vocate of protection than Mr. Benjamin 
Butterworth, of Qhio. 

Yet Mr. Butterworth has become the 
chief apostle of a big free trade movement. 
He wants to remove every barrier to abso- 
lute free trade between the United States 
and Canadg. 

The brilliant Ohio congressman has de- 
voted almost his entire time since congress 
adjourned to the propagation of this idea. 
He speaks well on any subject he takes up, 
and his arguments for free trade with Can- 
ada are plausible and entertaining. He 
thinks» both countries would be greatly 
benefitted by such an arrangement, 

Recently Mr. Butterworth has made a 
pretty thorough canvass of Canada on this 
question, and is encouraged to believe that 
the Canadians are more than willing to 


meet us half way. He intends to present 


to congress a scheme for absolute free trade 
between the two countries. Recently he 
said: 

The proposition I shall urge upon the attention of 
congies at its next session involves wiping out ab- 
solutely every trace of a custom house and picket 
line between the United States and Canada, so that 
the course of trade and commerce shall be just as 
free between the two countries as it is now Le!ween 
Ohio and Indiana.” 

Mr. Butterworth has laid out a big task 
for himself, but he is a man of great en- 
ergy, physical and mental, and glories in 
work. Should he succeed he will have a 
monument in the great change of our com- 
mercial relations, of which he is the leading 
advocate. Mr. Butterworth has convinced 
himself; he thinks he has convinced Can- 
ada, All he has to do now is to convince 
congress. He may find hope in the thought 
that congress has often been convinced by 
men of less ability than he on subjects of 
much more doubtful character than his pet 


scheme.

People cannot help pitying these wretched 


Sharp committed a great crime without the 
slightest excuse for it, He was a rich man. 
There was every inducement to spend his 
few remaining years in the paths of honor 
and peace. He yielded to temptation and 
bribed the sworn servants of the people in 
order to secure a franchise that would still 
further enrich him. Such aman ought to 
go to the penitentiary if it kills him. 

‘“‘He is the best man in all the world,” 
said the broken-hearted wife, the other day. 
No doubt she will always think so, Our 
great robbers and plunderers of the people 
are wonderfully attractive men. They are 
kind to their wives, true to their friends, 
fond of their children and generous to the 
poor. Such men will have their sympa- 
thizers, but they are great scoundrels all the 
same, and all the more dangerous OM ac- 
count of their virtues, 

But was Jake Sharp good to his wife? In 
the true sense of the word he was not. His 
crime showed him to be selfish and cruel. 
Without the excuse of poverty to drive him 
to it, he steeped himself in corruption, 
made himself a criminal, and gave a death 
blow to the pale-faced old woman, whose 
life was bound up in him, Of course, it is 
hard to see this infirm old man die in a con- 
vict’s.cell, and harder still to know that the 
stroke of justice crushes the innocent wife, 
but there is no one to blame for it all but 
Jake Sharp himself. If the way of the 
transgressor is hard, the responsibility rests 
upon the transgressor, and if ha makes 
those who are near and dear to him suffer, 
so much the worse for him.

She 
could not pass from her hotel door without encoun- 
tering crowds, who would stand hours to sce her. 
Probably no woman upon the stage ever held pre- 
cisely her position. There may have been quite as 
much curiosity to see other famous singers, and 
crowds have followed them, but the people of two 
worlds respected Jenny Lind, and the old feeling 
has not died out. She is still the great artist, and no 
one has dethroned her in the hearts and minds of 
those who heard her years ago.

The writer is a native of Georgetown, now 
known as West Washington, in the District of 
Columbia, where his parents resided from 1s), 
to 1836. One day in 1830, father came home tg 
dinner, accompanied by a very strange looking 
man, with long beard all over the lower part og 
his face, including upper lip, and the long haty 
of hair of his head hung down his back, cans. 
ing him to look frightfal to my youthful eyes, 
Father introduced him by saying: 

“Mother, this is the Rev. Lorenzo Dow, ay, 
old. fashioned Methodist minister, wh ory’ sw 
must regard in future as @ valued friend ang 
worthy guest.’’ 

Upon rising from her seat, mother extengea 
her hand to Dow, who simply saia< 
‘How are you Missy?’”’ He remained wit), ug 
a couple of weeks, going out through the cit 
daily, add filled: the pulpit of some church ai. 
most se night. When about to take his depar. 
ture he offered to pay for the accommodationg 
afforded him, though nothing was accepted, 
He expressed thankfulness for the attention 
and kindness we had extended to him, saying 
that, although not disposed to impose upon any 
persons for entertainment without paying 
therefor, = the quarters at our house was so 
very comfortable, the association with our fam. 
ily so agreeable, he would gladly avail himself 
of the hospitality offered. He did visit us an. 
nually thereafter, and the friendship between 
us became more and more sincere and familiar, 

Dow had a high, prominent, intellectual] look. 
ing forehead, bright, piercing eyes, large nose, 
but rather small mouth; was naturally “‘light 
complected,’”’ but had become brown and sun- 
burnt from exposure to all sorts of weather 
while traveling on horseback, as Methodist 
itinerants were accustomed to do, and which 
Dow continued to do after he became what he 
called himself, “an independent cosmopoli- 
tan.”’ He wasafiable in manners and made 
himself companionable, particularly with per- 
sons toward whom he became attracted. 

He professed to be a physiognomist, and upon 
being introduced to an individual, especially a 
ian, Would squint his eyes and scrutinize the 
person’s countenance and features, as if read- 
ing his character therefrom. One man would 
be dismissed with very little ceremony, while 
he would converse freely with another and ap- 
pear to be pleased with him. Observing this 
difference in Dow’s toward people, my father 
yrivately asked him why he acted in that way. 

“he old gentleman replied: 

‘‘Notice when I converse and am _ pleasant 
and familiar with a man, and then tell me 
whether he is not a reliable and trusty person ; 
while a man with whom I have but little talk 
you will find to be deceitful, perhaps treach- 
erous.”’ 

Such proved to be the case almost invariably, 
as he rarely was mistaken in his ars copay of 
individuals. He likewise said to father. 

“If you had been deceived and betrayed as 
often as I have, you would be cautious, too, ip 
making new acquaintances.” 

Lorenzo Dow’s early education having been 
exceedingly limited, he labored under difficul- 
ties all his life from that cause; but he wasa 
clese observer, deep thinker and read as much 
as opportunities enabled. He made no preten- 
tions to oratory, but was logical, argumeitative 
and forcible as a preacher, desiring, as he said, 
to present to his hearers the truths and preceptg 
of the bible in such manner and way as io ap- 
peal to the reason and good sense of every one. 

His eccentricities, peculiarities in conduct 
and odd appearance were all prompted by hon- 
est motives, because he claimed that they gave 
him notoriety, which, as he said, often caused 
people to come and hear iim preach through 
curiosity, who never attended any other re!igi- 
ous exercises, and, therefore, he believed that 
he preached to many persons who otherwise 
were not reached by pious information and 
instruction. 

In travelling through the country, if he came 
across a large or small crowd of persons, and 
ascertained that it would not interfere with 


any business arrangements, he usually delivers _ 


ed such an exhortation or sermon as he deemed 
suited to the occasion. In villages or small 
towns he selected a street corner or other local- 
ity where people were passing, and, mounting 
a store box, would begin by singinga hymn, 
which, of course, attracted the attention of 
people, who would assemble around him, and 
then he followed the singing with prayer and 

reaching. In large towns and cities he en- 

eavored to, and generally succeeded in, ob- 
taining permission to preach in the market 


house or other building in a locality remote , 


from churches. He rarely, however, neglectet 
to fill the pulpit of a church when invited to 
do so. 

Many strange incidents and ridiculous stories 
were published about him, some of which, le 
said, were true, while others were not. Upon 
being asked why he did not contradict the false 
ones, he replied: 

‘So long as nothing is published that is cal- 
culated to damage my personal and ministerial 
character I think it needless to notice them, as 


| they only serve to give more notoriety, and 


thus induce people who read them to come and 
hear me preach.”’

“THE BRADY BILL. 


The Question of Guano Inspec- 
tion Before the House. 


> 


VIGOROUS ADDRESSES OF MEMBERS. 


An Important Amendment to be Introduced 
Today—Senator Peck and His Re- 
marks About the Legislature. 


The question of the proper inspection of 
fertilizers is one of greatest importance to the 
farmers of Georgia, and it is but- natural that 
the greatest interest is felt in any legislation 
effecting this inspection. 

The hoase of representatives devoted the 
greater portion of its time yesterday in the 


consideration of a bill introduced by Mr. 
Brady, of Sumter, entitled “an 
act to provide for ‘pleading and 
proving a failure of consideration of any 


promissory note or other instrument in writing 
given for fertilizers, guanos or manures, and 
to prescribe a penalty for failing to state the 
consideration in the face of any negotiable 
promissory note or any other negotiable instru- 
ment given for the same.”’ 

At the ast session the committee on agriculture 
by a majority report recommended its passage. 
Mr. Calvin and fourteen other members of 
the committee dissented from that report on 
the ground that its passage would be hurtful 
to the interests of the farming communities of 
the state’and to the interests of the people at 
large. 

THE BRADY BILL. 

Mr. Brady’s bill provides that no waiver 
shall defeat the right of the maker to plead a 
failure of consideration, nor any transfer of 
the note effect the same object. 

Mr. Brady, who has devoted himself to the 
study of the subject, supported the bill in an 
earnest and pointed speech. He referred to 
the rapid increasein the use of commercial 
fertilizers and the great opportunity presented 
for fraud. Such was the extent of the busi- 
ness that instead of calling tha, bureau .the de- 
it sttotild be called 


parties. He

and graphic style and asked, ‘‘Is guano so sa- 
cred that no jury in Georgia is honest enough 
to pass upon its merits?” He was greeted 
with applause. 

Mr. Matthews, of Houston, offered an amend- 
ment to strike out section three, as the general 
law of Georgia provftles that the innocent 
holders of negotiable instruments shall be 
protected, on the ground that this section 
would set afloat a quantity of irresponsible 
re. 

Mr. Gamble complimented in strong terms 
the earnestness of Mr. Brady, and sympathized 
with his motive in introducing the measure. 
He said that he himself was a member of the 
farming class, and as such was opposed to the 
bill. It was not a question of poverty of the 
farmer, but one * Is it good public policy? Is 
it good morals ?’’ 

‘*Tt is class legislation,’’ he said, “‘and its 
passage would impede the wheels of com- 
merce. The bill is areflection on the integ- 
rity and intelligence and 

AN INSULT TO THE FARMERS. 

‘ The bill would not benefit farmers’ but its 
result would be to make worthless guano the 
credit article and good guano the cash article. 

‘*The fact that a man€pays§cash for guano 
does not make #t any better. It will affect ag- 
ricultural labor, and landlord and tenant alike 
would suffer. It is not sound morality tomake 
asolemn promise under hand and seal and 
right in the face of it plead a failure of consid- 
eration,”’ 

“Tf the use of guano is death to the farm- 
er,” he continued, ‘‘wipe it out and prohibit 
its manufacture, sale and use.”’ 

Mr. McLendon offered an amendment to 
section 1 tostrike out ‘‘have proven worthless 
or of no practical value” and insert ‘do not 
contain the ingredients represented.” The 


’ 


senate bill without this amendment, 
he argued, would have  wno _ stan- 
dard to determine whether guano 
is worthless or not. Otherwise in the consid- 


eration of its value, sunshine and rain, the 
work of the toiler and the soil itself would en- 
ter in. We should throw every safeguard 
around it. 

Mr. Gamble offered an amendment to strike 
out of sections 2and 3the words ‘‘given for 
commercial fertilizers, guanos and manures.’’ 


Mr. Jones’ offered an {amendment 
as an additional section providing 
that before a farmer’ can purchase 


commercial fertilizers he shall apply to the 
ordinary, who shall appoint a guardian and 
any person selling commercial fertilizers to the 
said farmer without the consent of said guar- 
dian shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. (This 
was greeted by hearty laughter. } 

Mr. Henry offered an amendment to section 
3, ‘*Provided it is stated in the face of the note 
that it was given for commercial fertilizers.”’ 


MR. SIMMONS GROWS POETIC, 


Mr. Simmons opposed all the amend- 
ments because he favored the 
passage of the bill asintroduced. Commercial 


fertilizers were extravagantly used. He was 
not a farmer, but he had abundant opportunity 
to know the wants of the farmers. He com- 
batted the idea that farmers needed a guar- 
dian. He drew-an eloquent word painting of 
the condition of Georgia before 1860, and since 
1865. The towns are prosperous, but the coun- 
try is not. He referred to the session of 
the State Agricultural society at 
Americus, and read from the 
Sumter Republican the reputed 
speech of Hon. W. L. Peek, senator from the 
27th district, in which that gentleman is made 
to cast reflection on the farmers in the general 
assembly. 

Mr. Calvin opposed the bill in his logical, 
effective style. He would deal with it as a 
practical question. It was claimed that guano 
was hurtful to the farmers and the state. 

SOME FIGURES. 
“In the twenty years between 1841 and 1860,” 


said Mr. Calvin, “when we had the 
best system of Jlabor, the best man- 
aged and most easily controlled 


Jabor in the world, with virgin soil, and when 
commercial fertilizers were unknown, the crop 
of cotton was 53,398,279 bales of 500. pounds 
each. Inthe twenty years between 1865 and 
1884, With labor disorganized and land impoy- 
erished, the crop was 82,312,317 bales of 500 
pounds each. The use of commercial fertil- 
izers increased the production of cotton 28,- 
914,035 bales. 

‘Twenty years of controllable labor without 
fertilizers,gave an annual average of 2,669,- 
914 bales, while with twenty years of free labor, 
practically uncontrollable, the annual average 
was 4,115,616 bales.’ 

“The inspection of fertilizers began 
1874-75 and 48,648 tons were imspected. 
187-80, 119,885 tous were inspected,”’ 

‘In 1870, 6,831,856 acres produced 473,954 
bales. In 1880, 5,204,720 acres yielded 814,441 
bales, a gain of 340,507 bales in ten years.”’ 

‘In 1860, the yield was 701,840 bales, in 1882 
941,866 bales. The cotton crop of the United 
States in 1860 was 5,387,052 bales; 1870, 3,611,- 
906 ; 1880, 5,755,469; since then 6,500,000. The 

roduction of corn and Irish potatoes had been 
increased forty per cent, and the territory for 
the production of cotton increased fifty miles 
north of the line which marked the northern 
boundary of the cotton belt in 1860,” 

In concluding Mr. Calvin asked; ‘‘Why do 
farmers purchase fertilizers on a credit? Be- 
cause cotton is the only product that has the 
dignity of a collateral. 

“Of necessity the farmers grow'cotton excln- 
sively and they must obtain it on credit gen, 
erally. Theeffect of this bill would be to 
make notes non-negotiable. The guano dealer 
practically loans the farmer money in selling 
the guano on credit,”’

‘I think that perfectly fair to all parties,” 
said Mr. Glenn. “The honest dealer can 
have no objection to it, for his goods are what 
he represents them to be. Jhe dishonest deal- 
er will suffer and we mean that he shall. On 
the other hand, any farmer who contests the 
payment of his notes without any good 
pon. will soon find that his suits are use- 
ess,

RETURNS OF THE GEORGIA PACIFIC. 


A Requisition from the Governor of South 
Carolina—The Norrman-Richards 
Case at the Courthouse. 


The tax return of the Georgia Pacific rail- 
road has been returned to the authorities for 
correction, the comptroller general believing 
that the property should be valued at a higher 
figure than it is. Governor Gordon is back 
from Athens, and is again hard at work. 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 


GOVERNOR GORDON returned from his visit 
to Athens Wednesday night, and was at bis 
office all day yesterday. He was in good 
health and spirits, and declared that his trip to 
the university town, and the circumstances at- 
tenditig his visit, had conspired to make it one 
of the most enjoyable occasions he has partici- 
pated in for many years. 

THE GOVERNOR passed no official order yes- 
terday, save gs get hogy A. M. Stubbs, who had 
been named by the lessees and approved by 
the principal keeper of the penitentiary, as 
correction boss at the camp at Bolton, in ¥ul- 
ton county. Great care is exercised in se- 
lecting these officials. The law makes it a 
penitentiary offense for any one not regularly 
authorized to whip or lay hands upon a con- 
vict. Whenever a man is appointed to the po- 
sition he has to be approved by the governor 
and the principal keeper. 

A REQUISITION WAS issued yesterday by the 
governor of South Carolina upon Governor 
Gordon for the arrest and extradition of one 
Solomon Summers, charged with the offense 
of murderin that state. Summers was under 
arrest in Savannah, and on yesterday the 
necessary papers were issued, including the 
executive warrant for his delivery to the agent 
of the state of South Carolina, P. T. Rumph, 
who was named in the requisition. Nothing 
could be learned at the exeeutive department 
of the nature of the circumstances attending 
the murder. 

ADJUTANT-GENERAL KELL on yesterday re- 
ceived the resignation of Second Lieutenant 
A. F. Kelley, of the City Light Guards, of Co- 
lumbus, Ga. An election will be had to fill 
the vacancy within afew days. An election to 
fill the position of captain of ;the Warren Ri- 
ties will be held at Warrenton on July 30th; 
an election to fill the captaincy of the Screven 
Troop will occur on the 23d of July. The usual 
papers necessary to the holding of a military 
election were prepared westhodan by the adju- 
tant and forwarded to the proper places. 

COMPTROLLER-GENERAL WRIGHT on yes- 
terday received two more tax digests for the 
current year. The first one received was from 
the tax receiver of Tatnall county. The 
gratifying intelligence was conveyed that the 
taxable property of that county had increased 
$40,000 within the past twelve months. The 
annual tax digest from Rockdale county was 
also received. This book shows an increase of 
$27,000 in the value of property in that coun- 
tv. Only about six digests have been received 
so far, and every one shows an increase except 
that from Forsyth county. There is no par- 
ticular reason why that county should fall 
short. 

THE GEORGIA PACIFIC RAILROAD made its 
annual returns to the comptroller-general yes- 
terday. The road wasreturned at an amount 
which averaged only about ten thousand dol- 
lars ner mile. Two or three yearsago, the 
road was returned by arbitrators at about that 
figure per mile. Since then it has been com- 
pleted through to Columbus, andruns solid 
trains from one end to the other. Beinga part 
of a great system it does an immense business, 
both in freight and passenger traffic, and 
Comptroller Wright feels thatit should pay 
the same valuation that roads of a like descrip- 
tion make. This valuation would increase 
the returns of the Georgia Pacific about $4,000 
per mile. The returns were sent back for cor- 
rection. If the road refuses to accept them, 
the matter will have to be adjusted by arbitra- 
tors, the road selecting one, the comptroller 
the other, and these two chosing a third. 

A VERY UNIQUE sort of letter was received 
from some one in Butts county yesterday. The 
letter was directed to the governor in care of 
Mr, Pledgar, probably the well known colored 
politician, “Bill” Pledgar. The writer wants 
a ‘‘milentary company,’ and would like to 
have the ‘‘ordar a bout it.”” He declares that 
there are twenty-five members ‘and they is 
allreddy.”” It is not likely that Adjutant- 
General Kell, to whom the matter was re- 
ferred, will take any action about it. 

EXECUTIVE VISITORS yesterday were almost 
as numerous as they were the first day of the 
session.

Colonel E. T. Shubrick, assistant keeper of the 
penitentiary, returned to the city Wednesday, and 
was in his office all day yesterday. 

Commissioner Orr was not in his office yesterda 
but was expected to return during the day. He will 
go actively to work in the interests ,of the Peabody 
institute. 

The capitol was crowded with visitors all day yes- 
terday and about eleven o’clock there must. have 
been, including the legislature, which was in ses- 
sion, over one thousand people in the building. 

The water furnished the various departments for 
lavatory purposes does not come from the city 
works, but it is caughtin a large tank, the gutters 
relieving the roof emptying therein. The water is 
very muddy. 

While both houses or more properly chambers are 
very hot, the senate chamber is considerably cooler 
than that of the house. The senate ehamber has 
a western exposure and itis rarely the case a breeze 
is not coming through its windows. 

There ‘has not been a real speech delivered in the 
senate yet. But little talking of any description 
has been done.

COMMISSIONER HAMMOND sat in the city court 
room several hours yesterday morning.

GOVERNOR GORDON TALKS. 


What He Said Yesterday About the Dalton 
Resolutions Recently Passed. 


A ConstITuTION reporter saw Governor Gor- 
don yesterday morning shortly after he reached 
his office, and asked if he had read the resolu- 
tions passed by the citizens of Dalton and 
Whittield county, in regard to the exaggerated 
reports sent from that place to the newspapers 
concerning the sentiment of the people on the 
commutation of William Holman. He re- 
plied that he had, and regarded the resolutions 
as an Official confirmation of the report that 
had already reached him from Dalton—that 
the good people of the place had not been 
guilty of the conduct ascribed to them. 

As far as he was personally concerned, the 
governor said, it made no difference, but he 
was very glad that the denial of the matter 
had been made so completely and publicly, and 
hoped the newspapers all over the country would 
give the resolutions as prominent a place as 
they did the original story. He did not want 
the state to suffer abroad because of the false 
telegrams that had been sent out; that it gave 
a bad impresgion as to the character of the par- 
ticular section for law and order. While he 
knew that the people of Dalton and Whitfield 
county were as peaceable and as law abiding 
—— ascould be found anywhere, the —— 
iving elsewhere would have a very false idea 
of the state of popular feeling in that locality, 
if the reports were not corrected. 

The conversation that took place brought 
up the merits of the case, and Governor Gor- 
don had this to say in regard to the commuta- 
tion fof Holman’s sentence: 

In the first place, the commutation was askec 
by the solicitor who represented the state, by 
the judge who sentenced the man to death, 
and by eleven of the jury that condemned 
him; the atttorney-general, who was called 
in, after careful deliberation, gave his opinion 
that the commutation should be granted. In 
addition to this,and affecting the minds of all 
the gentlemen, was the sworn statement of the 
principal witnesses upon whose testimony Hol- 
man was convicted, and without -which he 
could not have been found guilty, that they 
had sworn falsely upon the trial of the case. 
Under the circumstances there was no other 
course to be pursued.

‘‘Firmness,”’ 'remarked the governor “in 
an executive is absolutely essential, but that 
firmness must be in the right, not in the wrong, 
and the oath of office a governor takes requires 
him to change every order and act when the 
truth demands, and such conduct was con- 
sistent with unswerving fidelity to duty.” 

With that remark the governor dismissed 
the subject.

A SAFE ROBBERY THAT IS A MYSTERY. 


Thieves Enter Mr. William Faith's Sleeping 
Reom, Secure the Key to the Store 
and Rob the Safe. 


Four hiiidréd dotlats in coin and paper were 
taken from Faith & Terry’s large iron safe in 
their store room, on Decatur street, at Fort, 
some time between one and five o’clock yes- 
terday morning. 

The robbery presents some peculiar features 
which are quite interesting to detectives. 

The firm, Faith & Terry, is composed of two 
young, clever business men, both of whom are 
well known in Atianth.

On Wednesday evening, after 
his day’s work was done, Mr. Faith put some- 
thing over four hundred dollars in the safe. 
That nighthe went to his room at the usual 
hour, and retiring was soon asleep. In front 
of the building, just under the sécond story 
window, a veranda extendsthe entire length 
of the Duilding, and from this veranda any 
ef the rooms can be gainedSthrough a 
window. Some time after mid- 
night a thief ascénded the stairway 
and from a window in the front end of the hall 
gainéd the verarida. Walking along the ve- 
randa the thief reached one of the windows 
in Mr. Faith’s room. The window was up 
only a few inches, but the thief pushed it high- 
er and reaching in picked up a walking stick, 
with which he fastened it up. He then 
crawled into the room, and approaching the 
door unlocked it without making any noise. 
The key to the door was on a key ring, and 
upon the ring were seévéral other’ keys. 
the one to the store door and the one to the in- 
side of the safe being among the number. The 
bunch of keys was what the thief wanted, and 
without molesting anything in the room he de- 
descended the stairway to the pavement, and 
unlocking the store door wentin. Without 
any trouble he handled the combination, and 
opening the heavy doors easily unlocked the 
money drawer. This placed the cash within 
easy reach, and securing it the thief made off, 

When Mr. Faith awoke early yesterday 
morning, he was surprised at finding his room 
door open, as he remembered having locked 
it, but when he discovered that his bunch of 
keys was gone his surprise was still greater. 
The. discovery suggested burglary, and Mr. 
Faith instantly began an inyestigation. It 
did not take many seconds for him to ascertain 
that the burglar had not touched his fine gold 
watch, pocket change and clothing. After 
dressing Mr. Faith hurried down stairs and 
found the store door standing open. Enterin 
the store he found the safe door Open, anc 
when the money drawer was looked into the 
extent of his loss dawned upon him. Imme- 
diately after discovering the burglary Mr. 
Faith sent to police headquarters for an officer. 
Detectives Bedford and Simpson went. to the 
building and gave the matter a careful inves- 
tigation, but so far have not been abletosecure 
any definite clue. 

The detectives are satisfied that the 
work was done by some one thoroughly 
familiar with Mr. Faith’s habits. Whoever 
the burglar was he knew that Mr. Faith kept 
the key to the store and the key to the safe on 
the ring with his door key, and that he left the 
door key in the door when he locked himself in 
at night. ‘The burglar knew the combination 
to the safe, too, and opened it withont any 
trouble. 

The money belonged to the firm.
